THE FRENCH ARE PUSHING ON 



Another Battle Is Expected on 
the German Frontier.

Copenhagen. Aiir 11 — The report 
that the (lerman forces have tieen 
withdrawn frnm the Danish frontier Is 
declared to lie untrue. It Is utated 
that ■shlss a hj ll statsli la fall of Ger- 
man troops. 

HniFsels. Aur 11 —The Cerman sol- 
diers seem to lie thoroughly disorgan- 
ized and they are fighting without en 
thusiasm. One ofllrer who was cap- 
tured tlirew away his sword, saying' 
"I am a Socialist.'' This remark seems 
to throw some light on the events of 



Rome. Aug. 11— It is reported that 
s Hrltish cruiser has fired .in the Aus- 
trian dispatch boat Taurus Bl mistake, 
the shots making four holes in the 
Austrian ship. There Is some specula 
lion as to the effect of the Incident 
of the two r.oun 



London. Aug 11 —The French army 
of invasion, which has taken Altkiroh. 
Stashlhaassa and Colmar in Alsace, is 
facing the Cerman army at Neu ltrei- 
aach. Path armies have received re- 
inforcements and a liatlle is expected 
at iinv hour. French forces tnok the 
passes of linn Homme and Sainte 
Marie in the Vosges mountains and 
later occupied a position dominating 
■Slats Marce-Aux-Mines. The taking 
of the mountain positions was accom- 
plished only after desperate fighting 
with BSrlOUl losses fSgSTtSg on both 
sides The Germans invaded the val- 
ley of the Seille hoping to hold hack 
the invading French, hat there was not 
sufficient water. It Is reported in 
I'ari- that France has declared war on 
Austria aB a result of Austrian con- 
centration on the Franco-Swiss border 

The forts at I.icge are still holding 
out. at last reports. The French and 
ItslglSB armies are re pi rted to be driv- 
ing the Germans back to*vard Luxem- 
burg and their own border and to have 
cleared most of the country south of 
the Meuse of the Invaders The Mel- 
rian field army at Uege is believed to 
hove retired from the city to effect a 
junction with the French and Hrltish 
forces The first expeditionary force 
of Hrltish troops Is reported to be at 
ftaarsr French tresgS ate reported 
to have forced Ihstl way lo the east 
of the invading Germans at Uege. 
cutting off their retreat The Germans 
are said to have lost S. 0(1(1 killed an, I 
wounded and I.7N prisoners in the 
operation. 

Naval Battle la Ex 



The Hrltish admiralty has ordered 
the North sea fishing fleet to remain 
In harbor, indicating that the German 
ships have left their SSSS at Ihe east- 
ern end of the sea. and that a naval 
battle is expected I'remier Asquith 
announced in ISM house of commons 
that Field Marshal Lord Kitchener had 
railed fnr an addillmml army nf |SS> 
000 volunteers. It Is believed that the 
ureal part of the Hrltish troops al- 
ready mobilized have beeu landed on 
the continent

Hrussels, Aug II. — A time alwaya 
comes in situations like the present 
when silenre is imperative Hence- 
forth news frnm Hrussels of the opera- 
tions in Helglum will he scarce,, but 
the situation is satisfactory and the 
world may expect iinv day to hear of a 
great battle It is impossible to pre- 
dict when this battle will take place. 

News from I.icge Is good The offi- 
cers of the forts report that the Ger- 
mans have not renewed the attack 
The Helginns are well supplied with 
food and ammunition and their 1 
Is satisfactory. Hrussels Is calm. 

The ministry of war has denied offi- 
cially the report that uhlans are in 
the neighborhood. The war office 
stated that it was true that groups of 
German cavalry were scattered about 
the country but that they chiefly were 
parties who had Inst their way and 
readily surrendered at the first sum- 
mons. 

t'p to Sunday night It seems certain 
that the l.iege forts were still Intact, 
commanding the three principal routes 
of German advance. The Helgian 
Keneral staff states that every line of 
railway between l.iege and the fron- 
tier has been destroyed and that every 
bridge and tunnel and culvert has been 
blown up. 

The German assertion that 4,000 
Belgians have heen taken into Ger- 
many as prisoners of war Is baseless, 
the war office says. There is not a 
soldier left in the city of Liege. They 
are now all In the forts commanding 
the position of l.iege. 

Germans Hold Liege. 

So far as known there are some 120,- 
000 German troops fiiere. hut these are 
not in a position tn attac't the forts to 
any extent in their weakened condi- 
tion. On the other hamt. It It Impos- 
sible for the forts to concentrate their 
fire on Liege The next development 
therefore Is the arrival of the Helgian 
main army, which now is rapidly ad 
vancing from Lonvain. 

Many military observers have held 
that the German army was a splendid 
machine, perfect for maneuvers in 
time of peace, but so highly trained 
and of so complicated a character that 
in time of war if a cog slipped the en- 
tire machine would lie thrown out of 
action. The question no longer is 
which army posseses the best theoret- 
ical system, but which has the best 
fighters. 

Official communiques dated Aug. 9, 
are of a conservative tone, but they In 
dicute that ihe machinery of the Ger 
man army became disorganized by 
some untoward incidents They an 
nounce that the Germans who have 
been captured were all starving and 
were worn out hv forced marches 
German patrols In the province oi 
Luxemburg have been driven north 
ward in groups of live or six uhlans 
wandering throuah the country as far 
as the vicinity of Hr isstls Manv of 
them have been killed but most n> 
these soldiers ale glad to lie ca| tured

Miss Sinclair was with Cleveland 
and me through Owsley County, and 
a good campainer she proved to be, 
always seeing tho best, and never 
complaining of difficulties. The 
tlnal test of her patience, came when 
she gave up the best three days of 
her trip, and started back alone to 
Beroa '50 miles) with a horse whose 
back I had worn out. 

In Owsley County we looked up 
three hundred people who have 
attended school in Berea during the 
last twenty years. We were in the 
domes of many of these, saw their 
children and heard of their exper- 
iences since leaving Berea. We 
found the majority of these stu- 
dents still in the mountains and got 
the addresses of those who have 
gone to other places. We have 
stayed in the home of a Berea stu- 
dent every night but one during the 
whole month.

Growing Alfalfa. 

In preparing the laud for alfalfa It 
la best to go slow. The first step Is to 
plow the soil gOOg m tul prepare It the 
tlrat year for potatoes or corn, using 
ton loads of manure per acre, pulverlz. 
Itig or harrowing the lund down lu 
good sha|H'. The corn or potato rrop 
should MM |,e kept thoroughly clean 
for a OOgOM Tills will destroy weeds 
and the ground will have time to settle 
properly f..r alfalfa. Then the follow 
bag spring the land should be double 
disked, rolled mid harrowed. The seed 
cnu then be sown with an ordinary 
wheat drill as follows: 

Mix. mid mix thoroughly, about six 
pounds of corn meal to ten poiimls of 
alfalfa seed. The ordinary drill when 
clostsl to its finest calibration will sow 
about sixteen pounds per acre. Thus 
sixteen p.. nml-. of the mixture will 
mean ten pounds of alfalfa seed. This 
Is . onsldered about the Is'st amount to 
sow per acre under Held conditions. 

Another metlnsl of sowing Is to rov- 
er or plug up all hut the Hrst, seventh, 
etc.. holes In the drill with the hull 
rah.r set at the same |x>sltlou as tie- 
fore.
